iy Approval of the Minutes 


Motion: (Gross, MacKenzie) "Move the acceptance of the minutes 
of the meetings of May 25, 1985 September 13, 1965 and October 
li, 1985" 


Adams requested a correction on page six of the September 13th 
minutes as follows; "plus a Departmental prize that is considered 
a convocation prize" 


Gross noted that previous minutes must be made availavle sooner 


in order that they may be reviewed with some clarity and inorder 
to follow up business arising fron one meeting to the next. 


The question was called and CARRIED 


Poe Chair Remarks 


Dean Parker presented to Council a fornal apology to Prof. 
Frank Mulvey as follows; 


"Dear Frank, during the early part of 1984 you were a 
victim of a series of unfortunate events within the Faculty. The 
Manner in which the situation resulting from these events was 


nanaled was certainly not in keeping with the tradition of this 
Faculty. Those events of the previous acadenic year may have 
eroded your position and standing within the Faculty and should 

this be the case I hope this letter redresses this wrong. As 
Chair of Faculty Council and Dean of the Faculty of Fine Arts 
and in accordance with the resolution of Faculty Council of Kay 
4, 1984 I hereby apologize to you not only for the events but 
also for the manner in which the whole situation was handled. I 
adopt as my own the conclusion arrived at by the special 
committee of Faculty Council regarding the case of Prof. F. 
Mulvey at its meeting of Nay 4, 1984." 


Prof. Mulvey wished to GO On record and wished to 
acknowledge the help and support of his colleague, Prof. Gabriel- 
Lacki as follows; 


"iy colleague, Professor Gabriel-Lacki, supported me 
from the beginning of these events. I want to €O0 on record in 
Stating that this man has a clear vision of what natural justice 
is all about.” 


Ss Ratification of Student Representation on Faculty Council 


Motion: (Falsetto, Kelly) "move the approval of the following 
Student nominations; 


Undergraduate student representatives- 
Christine Simard, Studio Art Student Association 
Chantal Labreche, Art History Student Association 
Doniinique Poitras, Design Student Association 


Graduate student representative~ 
Tanya horand, Studio Arts 


Parker explained the difficulty with the nominations in 
that there are three nominations within the visual arts category 
whereas composition of Council calls for two from the Visual arts 
and two from the performing arts. Student associations in the 
performing arts have been notified and there have been no nanes 
POorihecoming. 


Gross explained a particular QITIICULLYy Tor students in 
Theatre in that they have classes Friday mornings. He did not 
Want to speak on behalf of the students however would take this 
information back to Pat Tedford, President of the Theatre Student 
Association. 


Friedland noted aiso that he would take this information 
back to the student association in Music. 


Parker explained that this notification had already taken 
place and that it was now Novenber and students had yet to be 
officially placed on Council. 


Duval explained that there are four undergraduate positions 
and two graduate positions available and that future noninations 
would be considered for the two remaining vacant since there are 
four nominations on the table today. 


Gross asked how Council can overlook the irregularity of 
placing three students from the visual arts when the composition 
calls for only two and sugpgested that only two visual arts 
nominations be accepted. Should another student from performing 
arts ask to be seated Council will have fiven this seat to a 
Visual arts student. 


Parker noted that student associations had been notified 
and that perhaps the motion should include a reference to this 
exception. 


Poitras explained that the students on Council are there to 
represent all students whether in the visual arts or performing 
arts. 

Amendment (Falsetto, Kelly) "since this was an exceptional year 
Council has accepted three students from the visual arts as 
representativs on Council" 


MacKenzie asked whether a fourth visual arts student would 
be accepted should the performing arts nomination for the fourth 
position not be forthcoming. 


Kelly explained that the motion should contain a reference 
to the fact that this exception was for one year only and that 
the fourth position, if not filled py a performing arts students, 
would renain unseated. 


Poitras explained that presentiy the various student 
associations are trying to form a Council to include Presidents 
of all associations in fine arts. Issues could be brought 
forward and students would have a common voice. She noted also 
that those students interested to sit on Council should be 
allowed to do so. 


The question was called as amended and CARRIED

5s Proposed Revisions to Membership and Powers of Senate 


Parker explained that information regarding the proposed 


revisions to nenbership and powers of Senate was tabled at the 
last meeting of Council. In addition, today, members have 
received a chart prepared by Steering Committee comparing the 
recommendations that have been proposed by various Faculties 
Within the University. Parker then proceeded through the Senate 
document explaining the various recommendations. 


The issues requiring discussion include the foilowing; 


-Regarding the composition of Senate; 
Membership and representation by Faculties 
Student representation 
Ron-voting members 
Membership of Vice-Deans 
hempoership of Assistant ViceRector, Academic 


There seems to be a desire on the part of the University 
administration to redefine, clarify and to give a particular role 
to Senate that over the years hes changed. This clarification 
Cones through a change in membersnip as well as a change in 
comuittee structure. 


Motion: (Sherman, Mongerson) "nove that the proposal to seat 
four members from the Faculty of Fine Arts on University Senate 


De accepted" 


It was noted that Council members should know what the 
Committee Structure is and what the workload would be for those 
faculty members elected. Gross noted that Council members must 
know how Senate Committees are constituted, as weil as 
Whether their membership should be open to nomination from the 
University, before any discussion could take piace with respect 
to the composition of Senate. 


The previous motion was therefore withdrawn. 
Motion: (MacKenzie, Kelly) "move that Faculty representatives 
to Senate Committees be drawn from the University at large, and 
that the respective Faculty Councils forwara their nanes for 
ratification." 
CARRIED Unanimously 


Motion: (MacKenzie, Byers) "move that all Senate Committees 
that have general Faculty membership have parity between the 
existing Faculties" 


CARRIED Unanimously 


After considerable discussion it becane evident that members 


of Council did not understand the proposed committee structure as 

well as the relationship of one Committee to another, nor the 
differences between them. For example, the differences in mandate 

between the Academic Planning Committee and the Acadeniic 

Progranmes Committee. 


It was proposed by members of Council that Steering 
Conmittee review the documents and put forward recommendations as 
they relate to both the membership of Senate and the Standing 
Committees of Senate and that Council meet again on November 15 
to consider these reconmendations. Sherman also requested that a 
flowchart be prepared which would outline the route through which 
Curriculum reports would be taken using the new committee structure. 


6. Curriculum Report 


MacKenzie noted that graduate curriculum proposals 
would not be tabled today but that the Faculty Curriculum 
Committee must be constituted for the current academic year. Two 
faculty representatives are required, one from the visual arts 
and one from an academic discipline. Nominations received to 
date include Gene Gibbons, Theatre and Jucy Kelly, Printmaking. 
No nominations were received from an academic discipline. She 
then recommended that these two nominations be accepted. 


In addition, the committee requires representation from the 
students. 


Motion: (MacKenzie, Andrus) "move the acceptance of Gene 
Gibbons and Judy Kelly to the Curricuium Committee" 


CARRIED 


It was noted that Prof. Kelly's term would be for one year 
ar Prof. Gibbons for two years, effective as of September nie 
1965. 


Falsetto explained that, in addition to Anne Adams, other 
members of tne Student Affairs Office could be included as ex- 
officio members of the curriculum committee, 


lee Other Business 


Prof. D. Andrus has resigned from the University 
Scholarship Committee that he was elected to in the Spring of 
1984, Faculty Council must now elect a member as a replacenent 
for the balance of his term, that is, until May 3lst, 1986. 
Prof. Andrus explained that this committee handles scnolarships 


at the undergraduate level and that this involves a great deal of 
money, in the neighbourhood of $45,000. that at the moment has 
still to be designated. 


Kelly nominated S. Friedland as a replacement. 
Andrus nominated, seconded by Landsley, Kevin Austin. 


Ballots will be sent to Faculty members. 


With respect to the minutes of May 21st, Andrus brought 
forward the issue of the "outside evaluator" which was to be 
named to look at the archeology proposal passed by Council at 
that meeting. As of November 8th the outside evaluator had yet 
to be named, Andrus requested an update and requested Council to 
look into the matter and report back et the next regularly 
scheduled meeting. 


With respect to the minutes of October llth, Kelly noted 
that a discussion of honorary degree candidates nomination 
Procedures was to be brought forward for discussion and she 
requested that this be placed on the agenda of the next meeting 
or Council,
